Bt. Petersburg, Jan. 28.—Success

y. Gen. Kuropatkin telegraphs as 


follows: '-The advance has commenced 
on our right flank against the enemy. 
We have occupied 
Khailato&a 
and 


Kheigoutaya. No details have been 
received of losses at Khailatoaa and 
Kkeigoutaya, which are seven verets 
-tfMithwest of Sandepas. We occupied 
Kheilatosa A ithout firing, the Japan- 
ese being bayoneted. -Kheigoutaya 
waa bravely defended, but we finally 
'^cupied it at 10 o'clock at night. Our 
"cavalry pursued two regiments of Jap- 
anete dragoons, which fled southeast- 
ward. On our left flank a detachment 
repulsed the Japanese and occupied a 
"defile 
between 
Khandsenan 
and 


Bpansan. 
Another detachment sent 


against the Japanese flank near Hind- 
kcheng forced the Japanese to retire 
and captured 200 cattle." 


Supplementing the foregoing, Gen- 


era! Kuropatkin says: "From later re- 
ports it appears .that in. capturing 
these positions we made prisoners of 
100 Japanese. 
We also occupied tlie 


village of Weheitaitse, on the Hun 
river, losing 50 men. On Jan. 20 our 
troops continued the offensive against 
Sandepaa. The.Japanese attacked our 
position near the village from the 
south and southeast, but -were re- 
pulsed. Our cavalry participated, ma- 
neuvering against the left flank, and 
attacked the Japanese in the rear. Our 
force then attacked Sandepas, and at 
7_ p. m., after a desperate fight, with
